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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regards 
to claims 2-15, 17-30,32 and 34-49, the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly 
teach the coupling between the input port and the output port (or quadrature ports) 
being provided by coupling lines. With regards to claims 33 and 50-58, the prior art of 
record does not disclose or fairly teach an input bias voltage being applied to the 
varactor diode. With regards to claims 31 , the prior art of record does not disclose of 
fairly teach a RF choke being applied between the bias voltage and one of the 
quadrature ports.
